WONDERFUL STRIDES. 

“It was gratifying.” he said in de- 
scribing it last night, “to see 
strides which the French are mak- 
ing in agricultural and industrial 
lines. The entire nation ise as busy 
as a hive of bees. Because of the 
present coal strike in England,

CHICAGO, July 4—-War has 
been declared by the city high-cost- 
of-food experts, upon the dealers in 
ice cream, who are charged with 
gouging the public unmercifully and 
taking advantage of the long siege of 
hot weather fo pile up their profits. 
Russell J. Poole, chief bombardier 
of the forces arrayed against ex- 
tortionate prices, says the present 
cost of ice cream in all ite forms, is 
far out of line with the cost of pro- 
duction. All ingredients that enter 
into the manufacture of ice cream 
cost far less than they did in 19198 
and 1920 when the prices that still 
prevail were set by the dealers. 
Poole announced that unless there 
is a general drop of 60 cents a 
quart for ice cream, a reduction of 
& cents for cones and a price of 15 
cents, including the war tax for 
Sundaes, proof will be forthcoming 
of a conspiracy between manufac- 
turers and fetailers to swindle the 
public. 

Milk that goes into ice cream 
now eosts but 33 cents a galidn. 
Sugar is 56 cents a pound, as against 
30 cents, when the present retail 
prices were established. A plain 
soda can be put out at 11 cents 
with a profit. Twenty-two cents is 
the average charge for a sundae, 
and Poole says this is 7 cents too 
high.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 4. — San 
Francisco's Diamond Jubilee—the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
hoisting of the American flag here— 
will be celebrated Saturday, July 9%. 

“It should be a day worthy of 


celebrating,” Mayor James Rolph, 
Jr., declared in a recent procilama- 
tion announcing his intention of ap- 
pointing a committee to arrange ex- 
ercises to mark the occasion. 

Records show that San Francisco 
was taken over by United States 
forces Thursday, July 9, 1846, with- 
out opposition and without even @ 
Mexican flag flying to haul down. 

In taking the city, seventy men 
from the United States sloop Ports- 
mouth, under Capt. John B. Mont- 
gomery, landed at the foot of Clay 
street, which is now well up in the 
city’s financial .distpict, marched 
along the sandy way to what is now 
Kearny street, and hoisted the Stars 
and Stripes on a pole in front of 
the Mexican customhouse. 

A copy of a ietter written by 
Capt. Montgomery aboard the Ports- 


mouth, then anchored_in the bay}. 
here, to William A. Liedesdorff, vice- 


consul of the United States here, was 
ublished recently. It was dated 
uly 8, 1846. The letter follows: 

“At half-past seven o'clock tomor- 
row morning I propose landing « 
considerable body of men under 
arms and to march them from boats 
to the flagstaff at Yerba Buena, upon 
which, at 8 o'clock, I shall hoist the 
flag of the United States under « 
salute of twenty-one guns from the 
Portsmouth, after which the proc- 
lamation of the commander-in-chief, 
Commodvre Sloat, will be read in 
both languages for information 
of all classes. | 

“I will thank you, therefore, to 
have it translated and ready for 
that purpose at the appointed hour. 
And be pleased to present my com- 
pliments to the Alcade and say, if 
agreeable to him, I shall be grati- 
fied to see him pleasant (present?) 


on the occasion; that I may, under, 


the authority of the proclamation, 
confirm him in his official position 
until the pleasure of the comman- 
der-in-chief shall be known.”

IN ENGLAND. 

One has to look carefully at the dates 
on newspapers from the industrial districts 
of England to make certain that they are 
not reprints of those published seventy-five 
years ago. They hark back to the era of 
the great anticorn law debates when the 
free-traders of Lancashire were fighting to 
encompass the overfiow of a protectionist 
government. 

Again the free-traders are the party of 
the opposition. The powerful addresses of 
Cobden and Bright are revamped for mod- 
ern use. The present government, under 
the guise of tariff reform and fair trade, has 
adopted a policy of protection for what are 
termed the key industries of Great Britain. 
The old free-trade slogans have all reap- 
peared and the bye elections are fought on 
the tariff issue. The Liberals are clinging 
desperately to their antiprotection princi- 
ples; but theydind themselves in a hopeless 
minority in the House of Commons, where 
the Labor group has replaced them as the 
party of the opposition. 

Protection is rank heresy in Lancashire, 
«where the memory of the corn law giedia- 
tora has become a tradition. But it is be 
coming apparent in other parts of the island 
that there must be some form of protection 
for certain British industries or they wil! 
be forced to close their doors. The mem- 
bers of the government coalition assert that 
dumping has added materia!ly to the indus- 
trial depression in Englend during recent 
months. 

One reads in a recent issue of the Roch- 
dale Observer, published in the heart of 
Lancashire: 

The policy of the present government 
is protection pure and simple. It is no 
use camoufilaging the matter and call- 
ing it “the safeguarding of industries.” 
Previously it was termed an anti-dump- 
ing bill. It is the same thing and is. 
a revival of protection. For Lancashire 
it is a vital matter, for the country de 
pends entirely on free trade for {ts com- 
mercial prosperity. ... We could 
not maintain and feed the population of 
the country without free trade. 
Lancashire remains as loyal to its free- 

trade traditions as Texas to those of the 
Democratic party. But the majority of the 
English constituencies have been convinced 
by the experiences of the war that some 
form of protection is essential to economic 
prosperity. It is significant to observe that, 
while a great clamor is going up in certain 
districts of this country for free trade, the 
sentiment of Great Britain has noiselessly 
but certainly turned to protection. The 
experience of sixty years has brought home 
to the British the lesson that a country 
must give first heed to its own, that, how- 
ever alluring an abstraction may appear, if 
it cannot stand the test of practical appil- 
cation it must be abandoned. 


~ How absurd it would Be for this country 


to turn to free trade at the very time when 
every one of the great powers is coming out 
stronger than ever before for protection! 
America has not been wont to clothe itself 
in the cast-off garments of other countries 
in place of making its own. 


N TRISH CONFERENCE? 

There surely could be no more oppor- 
tune occasion for a conference between the 
opposing Irish factions and the British gov- 
ernment than at this time, while the repre- 
sentatives of all*the British self-governing 
dominions are holding their imperial con- 
ference in London. 

Premier Lioyd George's invitation to Sir 
James Craig, Ulster’s Premier, and Eamonn 
de Valera, Sinn Fein leader, to meet him 
in London, and the hint that Jan Christian 
Smuts, Premier of South Africa, who played 
so valuable a part in the Peace Conference, 
may assist as counsel and mediator, hold 
eut the best promise yet forthcoming that 
hate and vengeance, reprisals and counter. 
reprisals will give place to peaceful nego- 
tiation for the settlement of Irish affairs. 

Tt is also a hopeful sign that the news 
now carries allusions to “moderate Sinn 
Fein views,” thus indicating that there is a 
growing faction of Sinn Feiners who realize 
the futility and barbarity of present meth- 
ods and perceive that the best interests of 
Ireland cannot be served by continued guer- 
rilla warfare, which has turned Ireland into 
ah armed camp with al! the suffering and 
miseries of war, but with none of its glam- 
our. 

As Gen. Smuts declared tn an interview, 
“The rejations between the Irish and Brit- 
ish peoples are entering into a new and 
most hopeful phase in which I take the 
deepest interest, and I hope that mediation 
will not be necessary.” These words, com- 


| ing from so cautious ® statesman as Gen. 


| 


Smuts, are significant and portend that op- 
timism at this time is entirely justified. 

At the present writing there seems little 
doubt that Lioyd George's invitation will 
be accepted, since even the Sinn Fein ex- 
tremists must perceive that refusal to dis- 
cuss the question under such amicable con- 
ditions must place them at a disadvantage 
in world opinion. 3 : 

The fact that Harry Boland, secretary to 
De Valera, has publicly asked American 
newspapers to refrain, from comment, re- 
minding the people of the United States 
that “this is entirely a matter for the peo- 
ple of Ireland, who are in touch with the 
situation there and they should not be em- 
barrassed with comments until their deci- 
sion has been made” is another, though 
rather ironical, touch of optimism—irenical 
because when it was a question of market- 
ing those Irish bonds it was by no means 
exclusively an Irish question for the Irish 
people who alone “were in touch with the 
situation.” At that time it was the palpl- 
tating duty of the people of the United 
States to register any amount of virulent 
comment. providing it took the side of Sinn 
Fein and helped to raise the sinews of war. 
However, this admission that it is none of 
our business is better late than never. 

One thing is certain, the world is sick of 
the Irish question, which has confused the 
issues in too many domestic politica! cam- 
paigns in too many countries. 

In the meantime, if.the suggested con- 
ference does materialize and result in any 
sort of a working compromise that offers 
the world a respite, it can be assured of a 
heartfelt, international blessing.

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RESPECT THE FLAG.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) July 1.— 
If you hoist the Stars and Stripes or 
display a.miniature flag on your 
person, be sure you kiiow the rules 
before you go ahead. Every patriotic 
society in the country has a jealous 
eye on the national flag to see that 
it gets the full measure of respect 
on all occasions. The facet that you 
do not pretend to be an expert on 
flag etiquette will not save you from 
being regarded as an American of 
doubtful pedigree if you inadver- 
tently display the flag with the stars 
in the wrong corner. 

Not so many years ago the flag was 
treated with enthusiastic but mis- 
guide@ familiarity. On any occa- 
sion when the American Revolution 
or the Republic were apt to be men- 
tioned, a hall was decked out in 
flags.. They were looped and twirled 
and fastened into rosettes. They 
were nailed to chandeliers and ratl- 
ings. and if a corner of a flag here. 
and there trailed on the floer ne one 
thought anything of it. 

A large bunting flag was regarded 
as the most appropriate covering for 
the speaker's desk. The gavel was 
laid on the flag, and if the chair- 
man found it necessary to rap for 
order there was no alternative but 
to bang on the patriotic table cover, 
A piteher of ice water, set by the 
gavel, generally completed the set- 
ting for a rousing meeting. 

The piece de resistance of the 
patriotic evening was generally a 
solo dance by some star pupil of a 
dancing school, in which the per- 
former appeared in a costume made 
out of a flag, or put together to 
resemble a flag. The dance urually 
began with “Hail Celumbia,” and 
progressed through a list of patriotic 
songs to “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” as @ climax. 

But all’ that ie over. For some 
years, the flag has been under the 
protection of nobody knows how 
many members of all the patriotic 
societies. History and heraldry have 
been tapped to ascertain the exact 
etiquette suitable on every possible 
occasion at which the national em- 
blem appears. 

POINTS TO REMEMBER. 

It has been discovered that when 
the flag is used to decorate a room 
or buliding it should alwaves be hung 
in straight lines, never draped ner 
twisted. It should not be nalled, but 
hung by loops er through rings in 
the building. 


If it is used to cover a pulpit or 
desk nothing showld be on 
top of it unless it is a Ribble. It 


must never in any circumstances be 
allowed to touch the floor for fear 
some one might step on it. 

If it is hung as a banner——that is. 
with the stripes horizontal, as we 
usually see them—the field of stars, 
or. union, should be in the upper 
left hand corner. If t is hung on 
end, stripes running up and down, 
the union should be in the upper 
right hand corner. 

If these rules are followed, flag 
decogations are sanctioned by pa- 
triotic experts. Some of the patriotk 
societies, however, hold that fit is 
really more desirable to use bunt- 
ing in decorating the walls of a 
room. Red, white and blue bunting 
may be draped or festoened in al- 
most any way desired. 

The only technical, point in ust 
bunting is that it has a top and bot- 
tom. Unfortunately for the be- 
wildered flag hanger, the experts do 
not agree as te which is the top 
side of bunting. Four years ago @ 
deputy quartermaster-general. de- 
creed that the proper order, for good 
taste, is red. white and blue-—red 
at the top. This, he said. was in 
accordance with the heraldic colors 
of the flag. which always are read 
in the order he named. 

Another authority differs. 
maintains as firmly that bunting 
should be hung with the blue at 
the top, followed by white and th 
red. so as to follow strictly the m 4 
of heraldry as they are shown in 
our shield. The shield, you may 
remember, has a blue field at the 
top, and below that the white and 
red stripes. As there is a disagree- 
ment over this, and as bunting, after 
all, is not the flag. this is not #0 im- 
portant as some other points of flag 
etiquette. 

It ia more important, for instance, 
to remember that a.flag worn on 
the coat lapel should always be worn 
on the left side. It should be small 
and there should never be any but- 
ton or other decoration worn above 


it. 

Tt is also important to know that 
when the flag passes, a_i civilian 
should ft his hat and, hold it in his 
right hand acroes his \ieft shoulder. 
This movement, if properly executed, 
js intended to bring the hat over the 
heart. Any one is expected to stand 
when the flag passes or is raised or 
lowered on*a staff. 

SHOW YOUR RESPECT. 

There is a significance back of all 
the various observances. Persons 
stand to show respect, and the flag 
ia entitled to this respect because it 
ia the symbo! of the nation. As the 
symbol of the United States, the 
Stars and Stripes should always be 
treated with veneration. That is 
why a law prevents the use of the 
flag or the national shield as a trade 
mark. It is not thought fitting that 
our national banner should be a 
common reminder of knives, hats, or 
other articles. 

There is a strong sentiment against 
the use of the flag as a costume. or 
part of a costume. It is also con- 
sidered improper to use the fag as 
a backeround for pictures of any 
kind, as for example the pt ts 
of the President and Vice-President, 
or George Washington, or the Na- 
tional Capitol. 

In time of war, we became 
to seeing the flag flying at night, as 
this was permitted by a War. De- 
partment ruling. But now, even 
though this country has never for- 
mally concluded its peace negotia- 
tienes, there is no reason for the flag 
to be left flying in bad weather or 
after sunset. 

People have accepted the idea 
that the flag ie to be handled care- 
fully and respectfully at all times. 
But personal judgment as to what 
in respectful treatment cannot al- 
ways be relied upon. One person 
will hang out an old tattered flag 
on patriotic days. feeling that its 
dinginess suggests long service. 

NEVER USE TORN FLAG. 


The patriotic societies, looking at 
the matter from another angle, say 
that a torn fiag should never be 
hoisted until it has been neatly re- 
paired. A tattered flag is more in- 
spiring than a fresh one, only when 
the old flag was worn out in battle 
or other distinguished service. And 
even such old, historic standards are 
now carefully mended to preserve 
them, and also because not to do 
so suggests neglect and the always- 
to-be-avoided disrespect. 

Because people do differ as to what 
might be proper in handling the na- 
tional emblem, reles of guidance 
have been laid down for practically 
every emergency. Those given here 
cover the most usual situations. 
They are not official rules, backed 
by law. But they have almost gained 
the force of law by the eternal 
vigilance of the flag protectioniais. 

There are a few laws guarding 
the flag, such as the trade-mark 
statute, the Federal law in the Dis- 

of bia, pro & penal- | 


ty for its desecration, mutilation 
and improper use. The majority of 
the States also have laws making it 
a misdemeanor to place any picture 
or inscription upon the flag. And 
in the Army and Navy strict regu- 
lations insure veneration for the 
Stars and Stripes.

“In the course of his work ‘Broth- 
er Isaiah’ offers to anoint and biess 
handkerchiefs sent him through the 
mail or otherwise. These handker- 
chiefs after receiving his attention 
are returned to the senders. Accom- 
panying some of these letters are 
small amounts of money, presum- 
ably intended as gifts.” 

It is because of thie latter fea- 
ture that a ruling is sought in order 
to determine whether or not any- 
thing connected with “Brother 
Isaiah's mail constitutes a viola- 
tion of the departmental rulings.
